1.  First  one  is  from  Eve:  Is  it  possible  for  us  to  get  a  list  of  all  addresses  in 
CD7  that  utilize  brown  bin  service?  Also,  what  are  the  requirements  for 
brown  bin  service?  Do  they  need  to  have  licensed  horses  to  receive  brown 
bins?  Be  located  in  K-zone  area?
